82-90), Dr. C. F. Millspaugh makes a second contribu¬ 
tion to our knowledge of N. Am. Euphorbiacese. The puzzling E. ser- 
pyllifolia and its forms are discussed, and presented in a plate. New 
species are described from Idaho, Arizona, and Texas.
